Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to the said rules before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be considered by the Central Government.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (-Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

2. In the Prevention of pood Adulteration Rules, 1955, in rule 32, after clause (a), the following proviso shall be 
inserted, namely :—- 

"Provided that the name, trade name or the description of food given on the package of food shall not 
include the name of any food or ingredient prefixed or suffixed to it, If such food ingredient is not the main ingredient 
of the final food product."
